SEARCH FOR YOLNQ BARTHOLIN,

Donvor. Aug. 12.— M. L. R. Edwards, 
who roomed at the hoaee of Mrs. Bar 
tboUn in Chicago, and for whom the 
police of the city have been looking 
for to find out whnt he knows of the 
niur;ier of Mrs. Bartholin and Miss 
Minnie Mitchell, is in Denrer. He 
tells a straightforward story and says 
he came here looking for work, and 
that he has at no time concealed his 
identity or his locality. He says he 
Is willing to return to Chicago at any 
time if the police wish him to. One 
reason he left Chicago is, he claims, 
that he fcarod William Bartholin, who 
1b accused of the murder of the two 
wtimen. Before he left Chicago, he 
Bays, he expressed his suspicion of 
Bartholin. 

Edwards mado tho followlns state- 
ment: "The ri asoii that you have 
bfon ahio tu fiml nu.' is tliat 1 wroto 
to Robert Mitchell, the, brother of 
Minnie Mitchell, and told him why I 
bad left Chicago bo suddenly. I re- 
lated to him the fact that 1 had be- 
roiiic snsi)iclous ol' llir' actidiiH of W. 
Bartholin, and decided that it would 
be unsafe for me to remain longer in 
Chicago. As soon as I read In an 
Omaha paper a story of the murder, I 
communicated with her l)r()thor. He 
was a personal friend of mine. 

"I was about to go upon the vaca- 
tion when the untoward actions of 
William Bartholin hastened my de- 
parture. I left th<> home of Mrs. Bar- 
tholin on the night ot July 31. On 
Aug. 1 I stopped in a hotel down 
town, fearing that my life was in 
jeopardr. As I remember it, I left on 
Aug. 2. On .Inly 31 1 had gone to a 
room not my own in order to grt 
where It v. :is cooler. About 2 or ;{ 
o'clock in the morning I was awak- 
ened by a cat Jumpfng on the window 
Bill. This Inoldcnt called my atten- 
tion to the fact that the screen had 
heen taken out and on lighting the 
gas and making a further examinar 
tion, I discovered that the screen in 
that window was the only one miss 
Ing. As the next day was iiM\(i;iy i 
was fearful all the rest (d" tiir niKlit. 
and I am nut fully convinced that, ha 
I slept there another night, I shouh 
have been murdered in cold blood. 

"Mrs. Bartholin had not been at the 
houKO fur perhaps 16 days before I 
left. William Bartholin, contrary to 
bis custom, stayed about the bouse 
most of his time, and whenever I 
broached the subject of the welfare 
of his mother or hor whcnaliouts. he 
would immediately change the sub 
Ject. Of course I had no specific 
groundi on which to baae any infor- 
mation to the police, but on the night 
of July .'51, also, I rcnicmbcr that I 
spoke to several neighbors of my sus 
liicions. Among these friends was a 
Mr. Purd, who was an intimate friend 
of mine. Mr. Hunter, who was room- 
ing at the house, also left and went 

to Toledo, O. 

"On that same night Mrs. Mitchell 
the mother of the murdered girl, and 
her daughter-in-law, Mrs. Robert Mit 
chell, were callers at the house, and 
they wanted to know about William, 
who had not been seen for several 
idays, and where Mrs. Bartholin was 
At that time I told them of what I 
feared, and advised them to get a de 
tectlve on the trail of Bartholin. If I 
had known that the body of Mrs. Bar- 
tholin was then lying under the floor 
o( tbe bMement of the bouse, I would 
eertelaly have informed tbe police." 



Rarfho'tin iafd she bad gone to Mich 
Ipan. and ho would see that the room 
was attended to regularly, which was 
done. July 28 was my next meeting 
with BextboUn/' OQntinued Hunter, 
who eald hto mother had liot yet re 
turned, that the gas bill was due and 
requested some money. I paid him 
$2. This waa the iMt I saw ot B•^ 
tholln. 

"On Julr 81. Mr. Thompson, who 
had been rooming In the house for 17 
years, notified me that Will had gone 
away to get married : and as nothing 
had been heard of the old lady, he 
would eloie up the house, and re- 
quested me to get another room. I 
left the next day for Toledo. The 
relations between Mrs. Barthf)lln and 
her son appeared all right during tbe 
time I was in tbe house." 



IWIPHIFB PLAI 

To Break tbe nHckbonedr Aathradte 
Strike. 

New York, Aug. 12. — President 

Roosevelt hag In his hands a plan sub- 
mitted by .Martin Dolphin, former 
president of the International Order 
of Railroad and Commercial Tele- 
graphers, by which. Mr. Dolphin 
thinks, the strike in the anthracite 
coal fields could be ended. President 
Roosevelt referred the proposition to 
the attorney general's department, 
and it is now being considered by H 
M. Hyatt, acting attorney general 
This plan Is to have the government 
exercise the right of eminent domain 
and seize a certain number of the 
mines and operate them for the pur- 
pose of taking out all the bard coal 
required by the government in its 
various hniMiii^s. on the ships of the 
navy department and for all other 
governmental purposes. The right of 
the government to Intervent in a 
strike which interferes in any way 
with governmental functions was 
proved. Mr. Dolphin contends, by 
President Cleveland's action In the 
Chicago strike of 1893, when he or- 
dered out United States troops to 
keep the strikers from interfering 
with the transportation of the mails. 

Town Destroyed. 

Portau Prinre, Ilaytl, Aug. 12. — A 
correspondent visited Petit Goave and 
found that the town had been entire- 
ly destroyed, there b^ing nothing left 
but a pile of ruins. About 4.000 per- 
sons are honi<>less and are in need of 
assistance. The greater number of 
them have sought shelter In the Sim- 
monds factories, near the town. The 
French cruiser D'Assas arrived at 
Petit Goave with* provislon.s for tho 
sufferers, and returned to Portau- 
Prinre with L'dO women and Children 
and 15 wounded uvn. 

The Penrose Courtmartial. 
Krie, Pa., Aug. 12. — The general 
martial to try Paymaster Penrose 
convened. Counsel for defense. Ma- 
jor Waller, was present. Judge Ad- 
vocate Rodgers read the charges and 
specifications accusing Penrose ot 
making fraudulent returns, scandalous 
oonduet, embesslement. absence with- 
out leave and negligence In obeying 
orders. Major Waller stated for the 
Information of court, but not as de- 
murrer, that the specifications should 
be amended.

No collier- 
ies were started and the situation at 
the beginning of the fourteenth week 
was about the same as ii was during 
the previous 13 weeks. The mine 
workers in several of tbe small set- 
tlements had meetings to take tip 
matters pertaining to the relief of its 
nieuil>ers. ORlcials of the tniion say 
there is very little distress and this is 
being looked after promptly by the re- 
lief committees. In speaking of the 
conditions In this Immediate vicinity. 
Colonel Hoffman of the Eighth regu- 
lar said there are many barefooted 
women and children coming to the 
camp every day. who take away with 
them tbe scrape of food thrown out 
of tbe mess tents.

In the cen- 
ter of the crossing and 150 feet above 
the Btreet has been hung a disc 25 
feet la diameter. The inside of the 
disc Is studded with 500 incandescent 
electric II^Tht.s in the colors of the or- 
der — red, yellow and blue— one string 
showing the Knights of Pytblas Shield 
surrounded by red lamps. 

Mayor Schmltz delivered the ad- 
dress of welcome.

Hunter's Story.

now in this city. He talks in a 
straightforward manner concerning 
his seven months' tenancy of tbe Bar- 
tholin house. He left ChiesflO on Fri- 
day, Aug. 1, coming here in response 
to a letter from his brother, ex-Coun- 
ty Treasurer Samuel A. Hunter. Ills 
story is this: 

"To tbe best of my recollection, tbe 
last time I saw Mrs. Bartholin was on 
July whrti I paid her niy rent. I 
hardly ever saw her except on pay- 
day. I often met young Bartholin at 
the cigar store on the comer, whose 
proprietor is my nephew. He appear- 
ed to be a popular young fellow, well 
tsteemed in the neightx)rhood. 

"Mrs. Bartholin disappeared on 
loly S, and two or three dajrs after 
tliat I met Will, the son. and asked 
where his mother was, as his (Hun- 
ter's) bed had not been made. Young

"I believe that within 30 years near- 
ly sll railways will discard steam lo- 
comotives and adopt electric motors, 
and that the electric automobiles will 
displace the horses almost entirely. 
In the present state of science there 
are no known facts by which one 
could predict any commercial future 
for aerial navigation.,"

When it is remembered that the freight 
rate between Pittsburg and Liverpool is 
approximately $0 per ton, and that the

— in other words that the steel trust 
pays that freight to Liverpool and then 
sells it at $28 per ton, it will be evident 
to what extent the people are being rob- 
bed through the agency of a trust mak- 
ing tariff. 

Thb evils of tariff-protected tmsta are 

not entirely measured by the injury in- 
flicted by artiticially high prices, as 
many people assn me. Theea evila extand 
into political and social life andaven into 
our colleges. 

The protective tariff is reeponaible for 
much of the corruption in politics. It is 
not by chance that Pennsylvania has 
been for thirty years the world boss- 
ridden State in this cnnnfry. TheCame- 
rons and i^iays have political power and 
inlluence because they serve the pro- 
tected trusts. It is not by chance that 
the few labor organizations inimical to 
the public welfare are centered in the 
highly protected industries of Pennsyl- 
vania. It is not by chance that a large 
portion of the workingmen employed by 
the protected trusts are ignorant immi- 
grants working under conditions of semi- 
slavery It is not by chance that there 
are so many uailiionaires in Congress to 
safe-guard the protected industrias. It 
is because the protected trusts havf oom* 
pletely corrupted politics and have sent 
their agents to Congress, that the pro- 
tected interests have for years dictated 
tariff legislation at Washington, As Mr. 
Henry L. Nelson says, "Since 1875 Oon- 
gress has not legislated on the tariff; it 
has simply •flilrmed or ratiAad tlia d»> 
cree of the beneficiaries of the tarifif. 
These people have transformed the Gov- 
arnmant into a socialism, in which they 
are not merely the favored class ; they 
constitute the only clase."— Mr. Byron 
Holt in his testimony before the United 
States Indostrisl Commission.
